To the Citizens of the Town of Plainfield: 

In complianee with the requirements of the statute, we 
hereby submit our annual report: 

In reviewing the past school year the results, we think, 
although not perfectly satisfactory are as good as could reas- 
onably bé expected, and will compare favorably with the re- 
sults attained in former years. The attendance during the 
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past year has been fairly good, although some of our regis- 
ters are defaced with absent and tardy marks. These form 
the greatest hindrance to good school work. This seems to 
be a fault which some are slow to recognize. The fault lies 
somewhere and should be remedied. It has been the aim of 
your School Board, as far as possible to procure teachers of 
experience, who were thoroughly competent to carry out im- 
proved methods of school work. We can not enter into a 
detailed account of the work of each, but to such as have 
been seccessful we would say that we shall ever be pleased 
to give them such assistance in their chosen vocation as may 
be in our powcr. We earnestly entreat parents to occasion- 
ally visit their schools for the purpose of obtaining a know- 
ledge of what is being done, thereby showing an interest, 
which cannot fail to encourage both teacher and scholar. 

Much might be said on the benefits of such a course. 

We urge upon parents the necessity of impressing upon 
the minds of their children the importance of taking as good 
care of books and other school supplies furnished by the 
town, as they would if purchased with their own money. 
Much fault (and not without cause) is found with this feature 
of our school affairs. 

The winter schools are still in session and we are unable 
to give the names of scholars that might be entitled to have 
their names placed on the roll of honor.
